new business. 
As this will bo a com- 


mittee measure, however, it will not 
come under the rule. 
The secretary 


of state has had printed a large num- 
ber of outline maps showing the .boun- 
daries, population and vote o£ 
each 


county, for the accommodation of the 
.members. 


Primary Election Hearing, 


'The first hearing on the primary 


•election bill will be heict on Tuesday 
afternoon at a joint session of the 
committees on privileges anj elec- 
tions of the two houses. 
There is 


•considerable talk of substitute bills, 
•one of which will propose that the law 
lie given a trial in the 
Milwaukee 


•county before it is made general, while 
a proposition 
credited to 
Senator 


•"Long" Jones is that the bill be sub- 
mitted to the people for their appro- 
val before it is made operative. 
The 


t>ill, however, is likely to go through 
the legislature in practically its pres- 
ent form. 
But little opposition to it 


is expected in the assembly, while the 
supporters of the measure claim that 
a canvass of th senate shows IS of 
the 33 votes there in its favor. 


To Amend Constitution. 


Three amendments to the state con- 


stitution are on their way through 
the legislature, the most 
important 


being the anti-pass measure, which 
lias pasesd the assembly, and will re- 
ceive a practically-unanimous endorse- 
ment in the senate the coining week. It 
will then after being signed by the 
governor go before the people to be 
voted on. Another amendment up for 
second passage is the one which au- 
thorizes the legislature to pass a 
' "banking law, while the third provides 
for the election of the state superin- 
tendent ot public instruction in the 
•spring instead of at the fall election 
of other state officers, the idea being 
to remove the office as far as possible 
from the realm of politics. 


Biennial Election in Cities. 


The bill providing for 
biennial 


•election's in cities of the third and 
-fourth classes, which includes those 
3iaving populations under 20,000, is 
likely to become a law. 
It also pro- 


vides a salary for mayors of nut more 


t than $900 in cities of the third class 


or $1,200 for the fourth class. No op- 
position has been manifested to the 
"bill, which is the child of the Wiscon- 


. sn league of Municipalities, though 
v representatives of several cities have 


appeared bfore the committee to urge 
amendments to fit thuir particular 
cases. 


The Anti-Cigarette' Bill. 


The anti-cigarette bill cornea up for

.To Improve Country Roads. 


The bill authorizing state aid for 


country road improvements is likely 
to meet its death in the senate, where 
it originated. 
No one. appeared be- 


fore the senate committee on roads 
and bridges to oppose it at its first 
hearing on Thursday afternoon, while 
Otto Dorner of Milwaukee, 'president 
of the Wisconsin Good Roads League 
made a strong argument in its favor. 
There is a considerable quiet opposi 
tion to it, however, among several of 
the senators, some of whom, while 
in favor of the bill if it were rightly 
used, fear that it would open the gates 
to a reckless and unfair use of state 
money and become as much of a 
re 


proach to the state as is the river and 
harbor bill in the nation. " 


An Anti-tialoon Bill.

$5,000, 


with a $400 expense provision elimi- 
nated, will meet more opposition.

GEN. 
B, M, PRENTISS IS DEAD, 


Famous Fighter of 
Civil wir . FIIUM 


in MlaiourL 


Bethany, Mo., Feb. 9.—Gen. Benja- 


min M. Prentiss, the well-known veter- 
an ot the Mexican and civil wars, died 
at his home in Bethany after a long 
illness. He was 81 years old. Gen. 
Prentiss was one of the great charac- 
ters from Illinois- developed by the 
civil war, although he had shown ex- 
cellent qualities as a soldier during 
the war with Mexico, rising to the 
command of a regiment and distin- 
guishing- himself in 
many battles 


fought under Gen. Taylor during the 
entire struggle. For thirty years Gen. 
Prentiss was a resident of 
Quiucy, 


111., and when he left the state soon 
after the war, it was to settle in Beth- 
any, at which point he continued to 
reside until his death. At the break- 
ing out of the civil war, Capt. Pren- 
tias organized a company of volunteers 
and by telegraph tendered Governor 
Yates of Illinois, father of the present 
executive of that state, the services of 
the company. The offer was prompt- 
ly accepted and the company was im- 
mediately ordered into service. It has 
often been said that had it not been 
for the fact that Gen. Prentiss entered 
the army as a volunteer Instead -of SL 
regular he might have been command- 
er' of the Union, forces during the civil 
war and subsequently president of the 
United States instead of Gen. • Grant. 
Gen. Prentiss met Gen. Grant at Jack- 
son, M'isa., and so, according-to his 
own statement made many times dur- 
ing hie life, he made a mistake. Both 
were "brigadier-generals, and Prentisa 
objected to receiving commands from 
one whom he believed to be his in- 
ferior. 
Investigation 
revealed 
that 


they had both 
.been 
commissioned 


brigadier-general on the same day, 
colonel on the same day, tout it was 
found that Just after the close of the 
Mexican war Grant was a caiptain in 
the regular army, while Prentiss was 
a captain of volunteers. Grant was the 
superior officer, tout Prentiss did not 
know It at that time, and shortly aft- 
er receiving an order from Gen. Grant 
to march his command to Jackson, he 
bade adieu to -it and reported at St. 
Louis. 
Gen. Prentiss was afterward 


put in command of the Union forces 
in northern Missouri, with headquar- 
ters at Jefferson City, at which place 
he remained until 1861, when h» re- 
ported to Grant.

BUDDHISTS ARE UP IN ARMS 


Pekin, Feb. 9.—The selling of loot 


has not.been stopped here. The dis- 
covery was recently made that some 
of the Buddhist temples have gold 
plated roofs. Everybody at once went 
on a hunt to find them." The BriMsb. 
discovered one containing a thousand 
feet of metallic tiles plated with gold. 
The tiles were believed to be solid 
gold until they were analyzed. When . 
it was found they were plated 
and 


worth only $7, Mexican, a square foot, 
there was, as may be imagined, a great 
disappointment among the 
looters. 


They were sold today, and brought 
$10 a tile as souvenirs. The Chinese 
report a race between the Japanese and 
French for six other 
temples. The 


Japanese won, and captured twenty- 
one .cartloads of tiles. The British now 
offer to sell three gocis made of copper 
and gold plated, weighing two tons 
each. Smaller gods are sold daily.

Juries have more than once added to

aire steel king, has sold out his busi 
ness for the modest sum of $130,000 
000 and now will retire from activi 
life and enjoy the fruits of his toil. 


A conservative estimate, places hi 


income of $15,000,000 three million 
of which he will reserve for nis own 
Tise and the remaining twelve 
h 


-will expend for libraries in communi 
ties possessing such tastes and with n 
way of gratifying them. His intention 
is to spend at the regular rate of 
11,000,000 per month. 


Mr. Carnegie is just the man tha 


Janesville has been seeking and ther 
is no other city to which he c-ouflel 
donate the funds" for a library build 
ing where the need is any greatei 
than here. 
We have a good library 


which has outgrown its present aceom 
modatlons and is badly crippled fo 
room. 


It was placed in its present posi 


tlon as a makeshift in 
ihopes tha 


in the early future it might be houset 
in a pernament home of its 
own 


While a number of plans have been 
suggested looking toward that end 
the board of directors has never been 
in a position to take any definite 
steps. 


The library now 1ms an annual ap 


propriation of $3,000 from the city 
This covers rent, heating, lighting 
salaries, etc., by close figuring. While 
hardly adequate it is all that the 
city can afford to pay. It needs a 
•fairy god mother to come to tbp fron 
with from $35,000 to $50.000 and from 
then on it. would "be plain sailing. If 
Mr. Carnegie stands willing to do the 
fairy godmother act there is no doubt 
but what Janesville will gladly do the 
rest. 


Mr. Carnegie is deeply interested in 


libraries as all intelligent 
people 


should be. 
There is no better.waj 


to use his vast wealth than in the 
course that he is now pursuing and 
there is absolutely no reason whjy he 
should not be willing to extend a help- 
ing hand to our city. 


The local library has passed the ex 


perimental stage. 
It is now a fixed 


fact in the life of the city ami will 
continue, to exist with outside help or 
not. 


On the other hand it must be remein 


bered that it has no source of revenue 
outside the city appropriation and the 
occasional fines which will not aggre- 
gate $35 a year. 
The city 
grows 


steadily. 
The library cannot grow 


symmetrically for it is now too big 
for its shell. 


Aside from its limited"'size the pres- 


ent location has several drawbacks 
First, it is hard" to find. 
A stranger 


coming into the city would never find 
it without seeking diligently.

ILLINOIS. 


XVMny, February 8. 


The demands of the state Institutions 
this session are simply enormous, being 
far in excess o£ those of any previous 
year. The Peoria asylum, known as Bar- 
tonville, wants $900,000 for the completion 
o£ the plant and Its maintenance for the 
two years. There is a proposition before 
the legislature looking- toward the estab- 
lishment of a state farm for epileptics, 
such as some of the eastern states have. 
This involves an expenditure 
of" about 


$300,000. If such an institution be created, 
however, It would diminish the expendi- 
tures of the insane asylum by taking the 
epileptics away from their care. Every 
state institution appears to want more 
money than ever before. Governor Yates 
is giving this matter a pood deal of at- 
tention. Hft had a long- conference today 
with Senator Chapman, chairman of the 
state appropriation 
committee, .on the 
subject of state expenses. He wants to 
do everything in his power to avoid an 
excessive tax rate. 
He always has ex- 
pressed himself, in public and private, us 
being in favor of all reasonable domain.-: 
looking toward the proper care of the de- 
pendents of the state. 
However, he will 


oppose unwarranted extravagance. 


INDIANA. 


Fricinjr, February 8. 


The senate, by a strict party vote, de- 


cided to make the investigation of the 
Indiana reformatory secret. The valued 
policy insurance bill was considered favor- 
ably by the senate. 
Senator Dausman 


has introduced 
a bill 
to 
revolutionize 


criminal trials. 
Under it the jury is to 


be the final authority, and is to answer, 
first, did the prisoner commit the crime 
charged? 
and, second, 
can he be 
per- 


mitted to go free without peril to the 
state? If not, he is to receive an inde- 
terminate sentence of from one to ninety- 
nine years, but may be paroled after one 
year. 
Colonel Eli Hitter, the leader o£ 


the temperance 
movemnt 
in Indiana, 


threw a wet blanket on all temperance 
legislation by urging the committees not 
to recommend any laws whatever. 
He 


wanted the authorities to enforce the 
present laws. In the house, all anti-trust 
bills Introduced by the Democrats have 
been killed. The Republicans will handle 
this matter to suit themselves. 


MICHIGAN. 


Friday, February ». 


The insurance companies are coming In 


for their usual share oil attention from 
the legislature, the latest bill of impor- 
tance to be introduced being one offered 
by Representative McCall to increase the 
tax rate of foreign life insurance com- 
panies from 2 10 3 per cent. Representa- 
tive Dingley has given notice of bills to 
make the Australian ballot a feature of 
all primarary elections in the slate, and 
Representative Bauman has a measure 
which provides that before any franchise 
{-'ranting the use of public streets or alleys 
becomes effective it shall be indorsed by 
a majority of the electors of the munici- 
pality affected at a general election. A 
bill prohibiting the wearing of buttons 
of the Grand Army and Loyal Legion by 
persons not members in good standing of 
those orders was Jjlso presented.

Their words were con- 
veyed from the trough so perfectly that 
they appeared to come from the well it- 
self. Then they decided to play a joke on 
their comrades. 


"They had excellent foundation for a 


good ghost story. In the preceding win- 
ter John Wick, who had gone with his 
neighbors to Albany with wheat disap- 
peared. They had disposed o£ their loads 
and had covered about a mile of theii' 
homeward journey when Wick discover- 
ed he had forgotten some of his pur- 
chases and returned for them, saying that 
he would soon overtake his friends. 
Ho 


was never seen again. 
His team was 


found under a shed, but no trace of him 
wns ever discovered. 


"As the Wick incident made a deep im- 


pression on the minds of all in their 
neighborhood it was decided to use the 
spirit of John Wick in the hoax. 
War- 


ner was to tell the boys that he had heard 
the spirit that day at the well. 


"That eight there was a meeting of the 


members of the band for practice, and 
Warner, who was one of the musicians, 
told the others the story ngvccd upon, 
that when ho tried to draw water from 
the well as the bucket struck the water 
the spirit of John Wick cried out: 


"'Take tlie stone off my head!' 
"The musicians after practice accom- 


panied Warner to the well. 
Many ap- 


proached to the side of the well, but the 
more timid remained at a safe distance. 
Isaac Luke, one of the boldest, stood with 
his hands on the curb and leaned his head 
over to catch the first sound from the 
spirit. 


"Warner 
tied 
n 
red 
handkerchief 


around his head, and Treadway lay in the 
trough to do the talking when the signal 
was given. Warner lowered the pail into 
the water, and as it struck the water the 
words came in sepuichral tones from the 
well: 
" 'Take tbat stone off my head!' 
"The band of musicians fled. An ox 


was lying a little distance from tho 
well, when the commotion startled him. 
He was iu the act of rising when Lake 
reached him, and Lake, in his anxiety to 
put a safe distance between tho haunted 
well and himself, sprang completely over 
the ox lengthwise without stopping. 


"Being licet of foot, he arrived home 


sooner than any of the others except Da.- 
vid Starkweather, who was on horseback. 
David, on his arrival, hurriedly turned 
his horse, saddled and bridled, into a 
wheatfield. He was so badly frightened 
that he did not know what he was doing. 


"The news spread through the neigh- 


borhood rapidly, and the next night there 
was n crowd n round the well to hear th9 
spirit talk. There were old and young 
people of both sexes. Treadway resumed 
his place in the trough, and Warner was 
the medium to communicate to the spirit. 


"He wore a red sash about his loins 


and a handkerchief of the same color 
around his head. 
With a pole as his 


warn! he troubled the waters in the well, 
and tho response came forth, 'Take the 
stone off my head!" 


"Soon the neighborhood no longer con- 


fined the story to the haunted well. Peo- 
ple .from miles around congregated each 
night at the side of the well, and finally 
the deacons of several churches assem- 
bled in solemn conclave, with Deacon 
Warren Wick as the leader. 


"They knelt around the well, and Dea- 


con Wick addressed the throne of grace 
in such a stentorian- voice that lie could 
be heard for halt a mile. At the end of 
the prayer they arose, and Warner trou- 
bled the water with his wand. 'Take the 
stone off my head!' came forth, as usual. 


"Deacon Wick then demanded in a loud 


voice, 'In tlu> name of God and the arch- 
angel, who are you?' 
" 'The spirit of John Wick,' was the 


solemn reply. 
" 'How came you there?' asked the dea- 


con." 'I was murdered and put here.' 


"It was resolved to dig into the well 


the next night, and the folks wore on 
hand with shovels and picks and bars to 
carry their resolution into effect 'and re- 
move the stone from the head of the mur- 
dered man. The boys then thought that 
they had carried the joke far enough and 
tokl the truth about the affair, greatly to 
the indignation arid chagrin of their cred- 
ulous dupes. ' 


"Many of the people there were super- 


stitions and believers in witchcraft. 
In 


the midst of the excitement, as a Mr. 
Skinner was taking n load of people to 
view the wonder, his horses were 'be- 
witched' while they were descending a 
steep bill, ar.J iu spite ot coaxing and 
whipping they would not stir until after 
the performance at the well was over." — 
St. Louis Star.

The Collins line of American steam- 


ers was established in 1S47. Two years 
later, on April 27, 1S-19, its first ves- 
sel, 
the steamer Atlantic, sailed from 


New York. The line was withdrawn'in 
1857, 
soon after the government had 


refused to renew the mail contract 
with It. 
The history of its steamers, 


briefly told, is as follows: On Septem- 


! ber 27, 1854, the Arctic came into toi- 
{ lision witli the French steamgr Vesta 


and was sunk, only a few of her pas- 
sengers being saved; on January 23, 
1856, 
the Pacific sailed from Liverpool 


with 240 persons on board, including 
the wife of Mr. Collins, and was never 


i heard of afterward; the Atlantic was 


broken up in New 'York in 1879; the 
Adriatic, built at Grcenpoint, N. Y., by. 
Steers, was sold to the Galway com- 
pany, and was afterward used as .a 
coal hulk in England; the Baltic was 
in the government service during the 
civil war as a supply vessel, and was 
afterward sold 
?.t auction; her 
ma- 


chinery being removed and sold as old 
iron, she was converted into a sailing 
ship and used as a grain carrying ve> 
sel between Sau Francisco and Great 
Britain until 1881), when she was bro- 
ken up. When the civil war began the 
New York aud Havre Steam Naviga- 
tion 
company, to which the Fulton 


and Arago were chartered, was with- 
drawn; the Arago was then sold to the 
Peruvian government, while the Ful- 
ton became a United States transport 
vessel for awhile, but she soon became 
useless ar.d was broken up,—New Yorh 
Weekly.
